REMARKS 

1. Rejection of claims 15-35: Claims 15-35 stand provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 21 and 25 of 
copending Application No. 10/245,625. Since none of the apparent conflicting claims of either 

5 application has been allowed. Applicants reserve the right to consider filing a terminal disclaimer 
at the time that one of the copending applications involves allowed claims. 

2. Rejection of claims 1-14: Claims 1-14 stand rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-8 and 19-25 of U.S. 6,644,663.
